Both Men Trapped When Mine 

Cars Got Out Of 'Control; 

Community Plunged Into 

Sadness 

Tragedy, stark and cruel, laid 
hold of the community late Satur¬ 
day morning when it became known 
that a serious accident had taken 
place in the International mine and 
that two of Coleman’s young and 
popular men had been fatally in¬ 
jured. They were Angelo Francisco 
Oliva, 36, and Donald Fraser 
Graham, 20, a student who had 
been working in the mine during 
the summer recess. 

While both men are known by 
practically all local citizens Donald 
Graham’s reputation as an accom¬ 
plished musician is well known 
throughout southern Alberta and 
he has been seen, and heard time 
and again at various musical con¬ 
certs. 

The heartfelt sympathy of the 
entire comunity goes out to the be¬ 
reaved families. 

Angelo Oliva 

Angelo Francisco Oliva was born 
in Coleman on April 9, 1910, the 
son of Mrs. Tersa Oliva and the 
late Frank Oliva. 

He has never left his native town 
growing up into young manhood 
here and attending the local schools. 
At the age of 16 he gained employ¬ 
ment with International Coal & 
Coke Co. Ltd.*, and about fourteen 
months ago was given the job of 
driver boss. 

In June, 1941, he married Miss 
Helen Kovach, of Coleman, and 
they have two small children 4 and 
3 years of age. 

Deceased was of a quiet disposi¬ 
tion and was always very neatly 
dressed. He took no active part in 
community activity but was con¬ 
stantly to be seen with his family, 
seemingly deriving great happiness 
in playing with his two children. 
He was a member of the Italian 
Society. 

Surviving are his wife and two 
Children, his mother, one sister and 
four brothers. 

FUNERAL 

The funeral was held on Wednes¬ 
day morning from the family resi¬ 
dence on Second street. Brief serv¬ 
ices were conducted by Rev. M. A. 
Harrington and Mr. 0. Bomben, 
the latter on behalf of the Ladies 
and Men’s Italian Societies which 
attended as a body. 

High Mass was held in Holy 
Ghost church with Rev. Harrington 
conducting. The latter also con¬ 
ducted a brief graveside service at 
Coleman Catholic cemetery where 
interment took place. 

Mine officials, union members, 
friends and acquaintances attended 
the funeral and the many beautiful 
floral tributes showed the esteem 
in which the deceased had been 
held by his fellow townsmen.

DONALD FRASER GRAHAM 

Deceased was the eldest son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Frank Graham. Bom 
April 7, 1926, in Coleman, he had 
resided with his family here with 
the exception of the last school 
term, when he was a student at 
Mount Royal College, Calgary. 

He attended the local public and 
high schools and during his at¬ 
tendance at the high school was 
one of its most active leaders and 
workers. He was at the forefront 
of all the school activities , plan¬ 
ned musical concerts along with 
instructor James Cousins, helped 
promote the publishing of a year 
book three years ago which was 
a credit to the students generally 
and aided in every way possible in 
making high school life pleasant 
and interesting. 

Donald was never known to say 
“no” to any organization who 
sought his talented musical serv¬ 
ices at various public functions!. 
He was ever ready to help make 
concerts in Coleman a success both 
by taking part himself and in se¬ 
curing the services of his young 
musical friends. During Rev. W. E. 
Brown’s stay at St. Alban’s, Donald 
gathered together a young group 
and developed a choir of which the 
minister and congregation were 
justly proud. 

Following his graduation from 
the local high school in 1945 he 
decided he would like to become a 
doctor. However, it is since learned 
that music proved to be still his 
first love and he had decided defi¬ 
nitely to follow a musical career. 

During the past three summers 
he had decided to earn a few dol¬ 
lars for himself. The first year he 
worked with the East Kootenay 
Power Co. Ltd., at Sentinel, and 
during the past two years he had 
gained employment with Interna¬ 
tional. It was on May 9 when he 
entered the company’s employ 
this year and on the day of the fa¬ 
tality it had been planned by he 
and his parents that he leave the 
company’s employ in order that 
they might go on vacation. 

FUNERAL 

The funeral was held from the 
family residence on Fifth street, 
services being conducted in St. Al¬ 
ban’s church, Rev. W. Grazier offi¬ 
ciating. Hymns sung were “Breathe 
on Me, Breath of God” and "I, To 
the Hills Will Lift Mine Eyes.” 

Pallbearers included Carl John¬ 
son, Edmund Aboussafy, William 
Milley, George Dibblee, Joe Badzi- 
och and Gordon Graham, cousin of 
deceased. 

It was among the largest fun¬ 
erals witnessed in Coleman for 
many years. Many local friends 
and acquaintances, mine officials, 
union officials and members and 
friends from many Pass towns were 
in attendance. 

Interment took place in Coleman 
Union cemetery, Rev. Grazier con¬ 
ducting the graveside service. 

The heavy volume of beautiful 
floral tributes attested to the es¬ 
teem in which the young man was 
held in the hearts of his friends.

Coroner’s Jury Brings In Verdict 
Of ‘‘Accidental Death With No 
Blame Attached To Anyone” 


Inquest Held Over For a Day 

Due to Lack of a Coroner; 

Jury Adds Four Riders to Verdict 

The inquest into the deaths of 
Angelo Oliva and Donald Graham 
was held on Tuesday morning after 
a postponement from the evening 
previous due to lack of a coroner. 
Coroner Dr. T. S. Tupper, 74 years 
of age, had been brought in from 
Claresholm, but was so ill upon his 
arrival in Blairmore that he was 
unable to preside and Dr. J. A. 
Key, of Cardston, travelled early 
Tuesday morning to Coleman to 
preside as coroner. 

The jury was composed of Doug. 
Moores, foreman; F. Weir, G. Der¬ 
byshire, V. J. Horejsi, C. Yacu- 
biec and J. Giza. The company was 
represented by mine manager Wm. 
Fraser, and the union by Wm. J. 
White. 

After the jury had viewed the 
bodies the first witness called was 
Dr. R. F. Stewart, of Blairmore. 
He described the injuries to the 
two men and gave his opinion that 
Oliva died as the result of asphyx¬ 
iation and shock and that Graham 
suffered from internal hemorrhage 
and shock. 

Wm. Fraser identified the two 
bodies as that of Oliva and Gra¬ 
ham. 

Dr. E. J. Liesemer told that on 
the morning of Aug. 10 at about 
10:45 he had been called to Inter¬ 
national mine because of a serious 
accident. He was taken down to D 
level where he met the men pack¬ 
ing two stretchers. Upon examin¬ 
ing the two accident victims he 
found them both dead. The time 
was now 11:05 a.m. He had the 
bodies brought to the surface and 
notified the police. 

Herb. Hewitt, mine engineer, 
submitted blue prints of the scene 
of the accident and explained var¬ 
ious points pertaining to the con¬ 
dition of the place prior to the ac¬ 
cident and how he found it upon 
examination after the accident. 

A. J. Brown, pit boss, stated he 
was familiar with this section of 
the mine. A derailment of mine 
cars had already occurred there, 
but it was now some time in the 
past. The method employed in tak¬ 
ing in empties and taking out load¬ 
ed cars just prior to the accident 
had been normal procedure. 

Nick Milo had been the dinky 
driver on the day in question, he 
having been substituting for Dan 
Cocciolone, the regular driver. 
Questioned by Mr. White regard¬ 
ing the signaling system the wit¬ 
ness was unable to state whether 
it was working properly at that 
time or not 

Glen Parry, chute loader, stated 
he had been at the scene of the 
accident. He had been assigned to 
load chutes 17 to 21. He explained 
the manner in which empty cars 
were brought in and how the loads 
were released and sent away. 

On this particular trip prior to 
the accident it had been necessary 
to push the empty cars up in order 
to take up some of the slack. When 
it was believed that sufficient clear¬ 
ance was available for taking out 
the loads the empties were blocked. 
He knew that there was not much 
clearance so he had unlocked the 
loaded cars and eased them down 
past the empties, Oliva and Gra¬ 
ham having told him that there 
was sufficient clearance. Four loads 
passed the empties. The fifth car 
clipped an empty on the way out, 
jarring it sufficiently to knock the 
block out. Oliva saw this occur and 
flagged the dinky driver to stop. 
The driver was unable to see as 
he was still around the curve. 
Oliva took a few steps past the 
manhole and the witness believed 
that both Oliva and Graham were 
trying to flag the dinky to a stop. 
The empties were now free with 
the block out and started to run 
down the switch. The loads were 
free and the first empty was forced 
against the low .aide by a loaded 
car, the latter in turn was swerved 
around by the empty car on the 
low side up against the high side 
where it pinned both men. Follow¬ 


ing the accident witness saw the 
heads a^d shoulders of both men. 
He believed the accident happen¬ 
ed between 10:30 and 11 aon. He 
described the two victims as care¬ 
ful and efficient workmen. 

Answering questions he stated 
that he heard a distinct click as 
something appeared to hit the em¬ 
pties. Since the accident only 22 
instead of 24 empties were now 
being placed in the low side. It 
was customary for the men to keep 
in the manhole when tripe were 
coming in and they had been told 
to do so by the mine officials. Oliva 
had been in charge of the section 
with Graham and himself as chute 
loaders. 

Andrew Hood, a bucker and load¬ 
er, had; only been in the section 
two hours-and had been helping 
Parry and Graham load from the 
chutes. Graham had told him to 
flag the dinky in, prior to the ac¬ 
cident. It was his opinion that a 
wide empty had caught a loaded 
car. He had aided in getting the 
car off the injured men. 

Neil Fleming, fireboss, was right 
on the scene. He had come down 
from 23 chute and had gone along 
and spoken to Oliva on how things 
wiere going. Angelo had Stated 
“not too bad” and that a trip was 
on its way in at that moment. 
Witness had noticed the boys push 
the empties in to provide clear¬ 
ance. They then had stopped in 
front of Fleming who was in the 
manhole. Oliva then flagged the 
dinky. Witness heard steel hit 
steel. Oliva then said that the cars 
were off the track and had stepped 
ferenud to flag tiu> Ari-aar Jfm 
the empties go to the low side and 
cause the loaded car to pile up 
against the two men. He immedi¬ 
ately called for help and organized 
a party to help take the pressure 
off the two men. He estimated it 
required 15 minutes work before 
the victims were set free. The 
two men were dead. 

In answer to a question fie stated 
that as a safety precaution there 
could be more space between the 
empties and loads at the point 
where they pass each other. He 
stated that Oliva had been satis¬ 
fied that there had been sufficient 
clearance to pass. 

Nick Milo, dinky driver, has 
worked at International for 26 
years and during that time had 
worked at various jobs, 10 years 
of which as a driver boss. He had 
driven a dinky for at least two 
years, on and off. Prior to the day 
of the accident he had driven a 
dinky a month before. He had 
tested his engine prior to working 
it. Oliva had not given him any 
specific instructions. 

Milo declared that he had not 
been given a signal to either start 
or stop. The loaded cars moving 
down the grade had been the sig¬ 
nal to start Jammed cars had 
caused the trip to stop as the curve 
obscured all signals. In order to 
aid rescue work he had pulled the 
loads back from the accident scene. 

George Rayman, safety commit¬ 
tee chairman, told of the system 
used in former days and stated the 
blocking system of today was poor. 

The jury then was addressed by 
the coroner who dealt on a few 
points in the evidence. After quite 
some deliberation the following 
verdict was brought in: 

“Accidental death with no blame 
attached to anyone. Said deaths 
taking place on August 10 between 
the hours of 10:80 and 11 aon. out¬ 
side the manhole next to 21 chute 
in D lewd South, of the Interna¬ 
tional Coal & Coke Co. mine, 
deaths being caused by asphyxia¬ 
tion, internal injuries and shock 
due to derailment of loaded cars. 

“We recommend: 

“1. Not more than 22 empty 
cars be placed on same parting. 

“2. A more efficient blocking sys¬ 
tem be used. 

“3. No trip should move-until 
signal is seen by driver. 

“4. Distance between the point 
where cars pass each other should 
not be less than 12 inches.”

Price Of Homes

would have sold for $1,000, $1,500 
or $2,000 are now practically double 
and are receiving a strong buying 
market.

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Safe Helicopters 
Being Built By 
Firms In Britain 


' LONDON. — British aircraft firms 
are constructing' a helicopter of a 
new design. This late British heli¬ 
copter attempts to overcome the 
helicopter’s worst defect—its tem¬ 
porary helplessness if the engine 
fails during flight. 

If the engine should stop, 
tively large change in the pitch of 
the blades would be necessary. As 
control is derived solely from the tilt¬ 
ing of the rotor, the pilot has no 
control during the period in which 
the pitch is being changed and the 
rotor is beginning to pick up mo¬ 
mentum through the pressure of the 
air as’the helicopter sinks. 

There is thus a critical interval 
in which both lift and control are j 
likely to be lost. 

The Bristol Co. and the Fairey Co. 
are making new designs - aimgd at 
modifying the fault of helicopter

For a purpose of forward speed 
there would be a separate form of 
power applied, either through a 
familiar airscrew or through the re¬ 
action of a jet. 

This will be a gyrodyne, not a true 
helicopter, and should have certain 
practical recommendations. 

For example, it should allow the 
pitch of the blades to be notably 
diminished in forward flight, there¬ 
by lessening the critical interval fol¬ 
lowing engine failure in the true 
helicopter. 

t It should ■ also improve the heli¬ 
copter’s speed, which is usually poor 
because the rotor's dual purpose 
makes it relatively inefficient in Ob¬ 
taining thrust.—Chicago Sun. 

BUILDING BOOM 

Cuba's Needed Facilities For Tourists 
Are Being Provided 

HAVANA—A major building boom 
and the greatest public works program 
ever undertaken by Cuba, now in full 
swing, will open up large areas of the, 
interior of this island to tourist travel 
and provide many needed facilities 
for visitors. 

The once languid tropical days are 
filled with the chatter of air-ham¬ 
mers breaking up worn pavement, 
the noise of blasting, the rumble of 
bulldozers, trucks and cement mix¬ 
ers. Down near the waterfront In 
the huge old Public Works Building, 
hundreds of young engineers and 
architects are working long hours on 
drawings and specifications.

parks reconstructed and new ones j 
planned, roads and bridges built, hos-! 
pitals, schools, prisons and other pub- j 
lie buildings erected. Private capital, j 
at last awakened to the possibilities j 
of the tourists trade, is organizing, 
companies, drawing plans and start-1 
Ing construction of hotels, beach de-' 
veiopments and other recreation cen- j 
tie . 

The tide of post-war travel to | 
Cuba has already begun. During the 
past few months an average of 20,000 
visitors a month have reached the 
Island by air. When steamship ser¬ 
vice is resumed next fall many thou¬ 
sands more are expected In addition 
to the regular steamship lines, a new 
ferry, built specially for the trans¬ 
portation of automobiles and pas¬ 
sengers, will operate betwe -n Key 
West and Havana. 

The fares—$3 for one passenger, 
$2.1 for an automobile and four pas¬ 
sengers—are below present rates and 
will undoubtedly increase the l um¬ 
ber of tourists coming to Havana. 
Later, these ferries will connect Cuba | 
with Mexico as the water link in the 
Pan American Highway System.
